"DISCLOSURE BY GERMAN 

RAID. DIRECTOR. 


TWENTY ‘ZEPPELINS. 


Startling facts concerning the 
German air rafids‘on“London dur- 
Ine the war aré revealed 


"The idea was that the 20.Zeppe- 
lins .should strike London. simul- 
tateously at night, dropping their 
6,000 both at once. Assuming 
that ofly a fifth of the pombe took 
effect or caused: fircs, London 
would -have had more than 1,000 
fires to combat at the same time. 

“We agreed that.no organisation 
on earth could successfully fieht 
such 2 conflagration,” comments 
the narrator of the German plan. 
“We counted on having atthird of 
the Zepptlins shot.down, also in 
flames;*but not until sfter they 
had dropped their bombs in :the

Clamour ‘for Destruction, 


Why was the plan ‘abandoned,
